A BILL 

For the relief of Arthur K. Jefferson. 

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 

2 tines of the United States of America in Congress assembled , 

3 That the Secretary of the Treasury is authorized and directed 

4 to pay, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 

5 appropriated, to Arthur K. Jefferson of Baltimore, Mary- 

6 land, the sum of $2 0 ,0 90 $7,500 for compensation for 

7 permanent injuries sustained by him as the result of an 

8 operation performed on him on July 3, 1945, at the Fort 

9 Belvoir Hospital, Virginia, while a member of the United 

10 States Army, in which a United States Army Medical 

11 Department towel was negligently left in his stomach and 
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1 so remained until discovered and removed during a subse- 

2 quent operation on March 13, 1946.

K 3 Sec. 2. The sum appropriated by this Act to the said 

4 Arthur K. J efferson shall be in addition to any benefits to 

5 which he is entitled under the laws providing benefits for 

6 veterans. 

7 Sec. 3. No part of the amount appropriated in this Act 

8 in excess of 10 per centum thereof shall be paid or delivered 

9 to or received by any agent or attorney on account of services 

10 rendered in connection with this claim, and the same shall 

11 be unlawful, any contract to the contrary notwithstanding. 

12 Any person violating the provisions of this Act shah be 

13 deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 

14 shall be fined in any sum not exceeding $1,000. 
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
